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RULES  GOVERNING  STUDENTS. 


I.  REGISTRATION. 

1.  All  undergraduate  students  who  attend 
college  during  a  given  term  are  required  to  reg¬ 
ister  before  5  P.  M.  of  the  first  day  of  each  term. 

2.  Every  former  student  who  registers  after 
the  first  day  of  the  term  shall  be  charged  for 
such  registration  a  fine  of  one  dollar  for  the  first 
day  and  fifty  cents  additional  for  each  succeed¬ 
ing  day,  to  be  remitted  only  by  the  President 
upon  presentation  of  an  acceptable  written  ex¬ 
cuse. 

II.  TUITION,  FEES,  ROOM  RENT,  ETC. 

Tuition  is  $75  a  year. 

Fees,  which  include  all  charges  commonly  con¬ 
sidered  extras,  except  t^ose  for  breakage  ma¬ 
terial  used  and  damages  to  college  property,  are 
$36  a  year. 

Arrangement  for  room  rent  in  college  dormito- 
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ries  must  be  made  at  the  registrar’s  office, 
Thompson  Hall. 

All  college  bills  are  payable  in  advance  at  the 
beginning  of  each  term. 

By  vote  of  the  trustees,  all  members  of  the 
senior  class  are  assessed  a  graduation  fee  of  $5, 
payable  at  the  business  office  before  graduation. 

Scholarships  are  awarded  each  year  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  dean  of  the  college  to  resident  stu¬ 
dents  of  New  Hampshire.  They  may  be  forfeit¬ 
ed  at  any  time  and  will  not  be  restored  except  by 
special  action  of  the  president,  to  students  in  the 
four  year  courses  who  have  failed  to  secure  an 
average  grade  of  sixty  or  more  during  the  pre¬ 
vious  term. 

III.  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

1.  Requirements  for  degrees.

2.  Amount  of  work.

3.  Election  of  Studies. 

Every  student  is  held  responsible  for  continu¬ 
ing  in  class  all  work  assigned  him  on  his  regis¬ 
tration  card,  and  no  credit  will  be  given  for  any 
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subject  unless  the  student  is  registered  for  the 
same. 

Students  entering  any  subject  at  any  time 
must  satisfy  the  existing  requirements  of  that 
subject. 

A  student  may  add  or  drop  an  elective  subject 
upon  the  approval  of  his  faculty  adviser  during 
a  period  of  four  days  following  the  day  of  his 
registration.  After  the  above  period  of  time 
has  elapsed  no  student  may  make  changes  in  his 
elective  slip  without  the  consent  of  his  division 
committee.  A  student,  in  making  changes  in  his 
elective  slip  shall  have  them  approved  (on  a 
'‘drop  and  add  card’')  by  his  faculty  adviser, 
and  said  card  must  be  filed  with  the  registrar  at 
once. 

A  substitution  for  a  required  subject  may  be 
permitted  only  for  special  reasons,  and  then  only 
upon  consideration  by  the  department  concerned, 
the  recommendation  of  the  proper  division  com¬ 
mittee  and  with  the  approval  of  the  faculty. 

In  the  event  of  a  substitution  being  granted, 
the  student  shall  be  graduated  from  his  regu¬ 
lar  course  provided  he  has  fulfilled  all  the 
other  requirements  of  that  course. 

Conflicts  are  not  permitted  except  in  ex¬ 
treme  cases,  and  then  only  by  the  approval  of 
the  proper  division  committee. 
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4.  Special  Students. 


Special  students  shall  be  admitted  only  by 
vote  of  the  faculty  and  such  vote  shall  be 
effective  for  one  year  only.  Any  person  of  ma¬ 
turity  may  be  so  admitted  upon  presenting  sat¬ 
isfactory  evidence  of  his  ability  to  carry  success¬ 
fully  the  desired  subjects. 

IV.  ADMINISTRATION. 

1.  Attendance. 

1.  Every  student  is  expected  to  attend 
Convocation  and  all  class  exercises  in  the  sub¬ 
jects  for  which  he  is  registered  and  will  be 
held  responsible  for  all  the  work  given  in 
these  subjects. 

2.  In  case  a  student^s  absences  are  seri¬ 
ously  interfering  with  his  scholarship  he  will 
be  reported  at  once  to  the  Dean  of  his  divi¬ 
sion.  Absences  from  Convocation  v/ill  be  re¬ 
ported  to  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

3.  A  student  absent  from  a  class  exercise 
immediately  preceding,  or  following  a  sched¬ 
uled  holiday  or  vacation  period  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  a  fine  of  $5.00  for  each  offence  unless  per¬ 
mission  for  the  absence  has  been  previously 
granted  by  the  proper  division  committee. 
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2.  Discipline. 

Students  are  expected  to  conduct  themselves 
at  all  times  in  a  quiet,  orderly  and  courteous 
manner.  Any  student  whose  influence  is  found 
to  be  injurious  to  good  scholarship  or  good 
morals  will  be  dropped  from  the  institution. 
Discipline  will,  in  general,  be  enforced  by  ad¬ 
monition,  probation,  suspension,  withdrawal 
and  expulsion. 

Admonition  is  warning  notice  to  students 
and  parent  or  guardian. 

Probation  means  serious  danger  of  suspen¬ 
sion  from  college.  A  student  on  probation  is 
required  to  attend  every  college  exercise  for 
which  he  may  be  registered  and  is  prohibited 
from  taking  part  in  any  public  athletic  con¬ 
test,  theatrical  or  musical  performance.  Any 
failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
his  probation  shall  result  in  immediate  sus¬ 
pension  by  the  president. 

Suspension  is  temporary  separation  from 
the  college  and  may  involve  residence  in  a 
specified  place  and  performance  of  specified 
tasks.  No  student  having  been  under  sus¬ 
pension  shall  receive  an  honorable  dismissal 
until  at  least  three  months  after  he  has  been 
reinstated. 
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Withdrawal  closes  a  student’s  connection 
with  this  college,  but  he  may  be  allowed  dis¬ 
missal  papers. 

Expulsion  is  used  only  in  extreme  cases  and 
dismissal  papers  will  be  refused. 

HAZING, -DEFINED— PROHIBITED. 

**  Hazing  in  all  forms  is  prohibited,  as  being  in 
violation  of  order  and  personal  liberty,  and  incon> 
sistent  with  the  conduct  of  ‘educated  men  and 
women.  By  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Hazing  (Webster’s  New  International  Diction¬ 
ary) —Harassment  by  abusive  or  ridiculous  treat¬ 
ment. 

3.  Grades,  Definition  of,  etc. 

Sixty  is  the  passing  grade  of  the  college. 

A  grade  of  50  to  59  inclusive  is  a  ‘‘Condition” 
and  signifies  that  a  student  has  been  conditioned 
and  will  be  passed  only  upon  the  completion  of 
certain  requirements  assigned  by  the  instructor, 
such  as  a  “make-up”  examination,  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  a  certain  grade  in  the  second  term’s 
work  if  a  continuous  subject,  etc.  Only  one 
make-up  examination  is  permitted  for  removing 
a  condition.  When  the  student’s  grade  has  been 
determined  it  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  registrar 
and  recorded  by  him. 
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A  grade  below  50  is  a  ‘‘Failure*’  and  signifies 
that  a  student  has  failed  in  a  subject.  In  order 
to  receive  credit  for  it  he  must  repeat  the  work 
in  class.  However,  seniors  may  have  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  one  make-up  examination  in  any  subject 
taken  for  the  first  time. 

A  student  who  fails  in  a  required  subject  shall 
repeat  the  work  in  class  the  following  year,  (ex¬ 
cept  when  a  substitution  is  allowed)  or  as  soon 
as  the  subject  is  offered  again. 

Any  grade  below  60  is  a  “Deficiency.” 

A  mark  of  “Deferred”  denotes  that  the  work 
is  incomplete  on  account  of  illness  or  on  account 
of  an  excuse  which  has  received  the  approval  of 
the  faculty,  and  that  it  will  be  graded  later.  A 
deferred  mark  shall  not  be  considered  a  deficien¬ 
cy  as  applied  in  Article  VII,  Section  1. 

Work  done  in  summer  schools  may  be  accepted 
(at  the  discretion  of  the  department  concerned) 
as  a  substitute  for  repetition  in  class,  in  case  of 
failure  in  a  subject;  provided,  however,  that  sat¬ 
isfactory  arrangements  must  first  be  made  by  the 
students  with  the  instructors  interested.  In  like 
manner  work  done  in  summer  schools  may  be 
accepted  as  a  substitute  for  required  or  elective 
subjects. 

Every  condition  and  every  deferred  mark  shall

lapse  into  a  failure  if  not  made  up  before  the 
end  of  the  following  term. 

4.  Loss  of  Standing. 

No  student  shall  be  registered  in  any  class  un¬ 
til  he  has  completed  three-fourths  of  the  work 
of  the  preceding  year  and  all  the  work  required 
up  to  the  beginning  of  that  year.  Any  student 
who  receives  failures  in  nine,  or  deficiencies  in 
twelve  credit  hours  during  any  one  term,  shall 
thereby  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  college. 
He  can  be  reinstated  only  upon  recommendation 
of  the  reinstatement  committee  and  an  affirma¬ 
tive  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  faculty  present. 

No  freshman  may  be  reinstated  in  college  at 
the  end  of  his  first  or  second  term  but  any  fresh¬ 
man  may  petition  at  either  of  those  times  to  be 
reinstated  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  year. 

5.  Entrance  Conditions. 

In  order  to  meet  division  requirements,  the 
Entrance  Committee  will  allow  to  graduates 
of  approved  schools  an  entrance  condition  of 
one  unit,  provided  that  all  prerequisite  sub¬ 
jects  have  been  completed.  This  condition 
must  be  made  up  before  registration  for  a 
second  year  is  allowed. 


V.  MILITARY  RULES. 


Unless  excused  for  physical  disability,  all 
male  students  except  juniors  and  seniors  are  re¬ 
quired  to  take  the  scheduled  Military  Science 
subjects.  Certificates  of  continued  physical  dis¬ 
ability  must  be  obtained  from  the  physician  des¬ 
ignated  by  the  college,  and  must  be  renewed  an¬ 
nually. 

All  male  students,  except  juniors  and  seniors 
not  drilling,  are  required  to  attend  inspection 
held  before  the  United  States  inspector.  Any 
student  who  so  fails  to  attend,  without  being 
excused  by  the  head  of  the  Military  Department, 
may  be  required  to  repeat  the  full  years’  work  in 
that  department  before  he  can  receive  his  diplo¬ 
ma  of  graduation  from  the  college. 

VI.  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

1.  Women. 

Unless  excused  by  the  proper  authority  for 
physical  disability,  all  women  students,  except 
seniors,  are  required  to  take  Physical  Education. 

2.  Men. 

Unless  excused  by  the  proper  authority,  all  men 
students  in  the  freshman  and  sophomore 
classes  are  required  to  take  Physical  Education. 
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VII.  STUDENT  AFFAIRS. 


1.  Eligibility  Rules. 

Any  student  who  receives  official  warning  that 
he  is  below  60  in  more  than  7  credits  hours  per 
week  will  be  debarred  during  the  remainder  of 
the  term  from  participating  in  class  or  college 
athletic  contests,  being  manager  of  any  team  or 
representing  the  college  in  any  other  public  ca¬ 
pacity. 

Any  student  who  receives  failures  in  6  or  more 
credit  hours  during  any  one  term  will  be  debarred 
during  the  following  term  from  participating  in 
class  or  college  athletic  contests;  being  manager 
of  any  team  or  representing  the  college  in  any 
other  public  capacity. 

Any  student  who  receives  deficiencies  in  more 
than  7  credit  hours  during  any  one  term  will  be 
debarred  from  participating  in  class  or  college 
athletic  contests;  being  manager  of  any  team  or 
representing  the  college  in  any  other  public  ca¬ 
pacity,  until  those  deficiencies  shall  have  been 
reduced  to  not  more  than  5  credit  hours. 

No  student  who  has  been  excused  from  drill 
on  account  of  physical  disability  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  take  part  in  athletic  contests,  except 
by  special  permission  of  the  faculty. 

No  member  of  any  team  shall  be  paid  or  re¬ 
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ceive  financial  aid  or  other  emolument,  directly 
or  indirectly,  as  compensation  for  taking  part  in 
any  college  contest. 

No  student  shall  take  part  in  any  contest  under 
any  name  other  than  his  own,  nor  shall  the  man¬ 
ager  of  any  college  team  allow  any  person  not  a 
member  of  the  college  to  play  on  his  team. 

The  names  of  all  candidates  for  athletic  and 
non-athletic  organizations  shall  be  presented 
to  the  registrar  for  approval  at  the  beginning 
of  the  several  practice  seasons  by  the  several 
managers. 

Members  of  the  varsity  squad,  as  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  athletic  director,  shall  not  be 
eligible  to  compete  in  class  games. 

2.  Public  Social  Activities. 

Dances,  banquets,  parties,  entertainments, 
etc.,  conducted  by  students  may  be  held  only  on 
Friday  or  Saturday  evenings,  or  on  evenings 
preceding  a  college  holiday.  Permission  for 
holding  any  such  function  must  be  obtained  from 
the  Student  Organizations  Committee. 

Closing  Hours.  All  student  evening  functions 
except  those  of  Junior  Prom  week  shall  close  not 
later  than  eleven  o^clock. 
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House  Parties.  Permission  to  hold  one  house 
party  during  the  week  of  the  Junior  Prom  shall 
be  granted  each  of  the  men's  fraternities  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  college  and  the  date  for  same  must 
be  arranged  with  the  Student  Organizations 
Committee. 

House  parties  shall  close  not  later  than  2.30 
P.  M.  on  Sunday  and  out-of-town  young 
women  shall  leave  Durham  not  later  than  that 
hour.  Young  women  who  are  unable  to  reach 
their  homes  Sunday  evening  may  remain  in  Dur- 
hani  until  Monday  morning  provided  arrange¬ 
ments  for  their  entertainment  are  made  with 
the  chairman  of  the  Student  Organizations  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Chaperons. 

The  names  of  the  house  chaperons  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Student  Organizations  Commit¬ 
tee  for  its  approval  at  least  one  week  before  the 
date  of  the  proposed  house  party.  Names  of 
chaperons  for  all  other  social  functions  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Dean  of  Women  one  week  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  the  function  for  her  approval. 

Under  no  circumstances  shall  visiting  young 
women  be  permitted  to  sleep  in  fraternity 
houses  unless  special  arrangements  therefor 
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are  made  with  the  Student  Organizations  Com¬ 
mittee. 

College  exercises  shall  be  suspended  on  Fri¬ 
day  and  Saturday. 

Young  women  students  living  in  college  dormi¬ 
tories,  who  are  house  party  guests,  shah  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  chaperonage  of  the  house  chaperons 
during  the  house  party. 

3.  Rules  Governing  Interclass  Contests. 

Rules  governing  interclass  contests  shall  be 
made  by  the  Student  Council. 

These  rules  shall  be  posted  three  weeks  be¬ 
fore  the  close  of  the  college  year  and  shall  be 
read  at  the  first  meeting  of  both  entering  classes 
by  a  member  of  the  Student  Council. 

4.  Date  Book. 

Dates  of  non-athletic  events  shall  be  entered 
by  the  chairman  of  the  Student  Organizations 
Committee  only,  in  the  date  book  in  the  office  of 
the  registrar,  as  soon  as  they  have  been  author¬ 
ized.  If  such  entry  is  not  made  the  date  shall 
be  considered  open  and  permission  for  its  use 
should  be  obtained  from  the  Student  Organiza¬ 
tions  Committee:  provided  that  this  shall  not 
apply  to  the  work  of  the  Lyceum  committee. 
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5.  New  Organizations. 

Students  desiring  to  form  a  new  student  or¬ 
ganization  should  petition  the  Student  Organiza¬ 
tions  Committee  for  permission  to  do  so. 

6.  Finance  Committee. 

* ‘This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  mem¬ 
bers  as  follows:  The  Chairman  of  the  Student 
Organizations  Committee,  the  business  secreta¬ 
ry  of  the  college,  and  a  third  member  elected  by 
the  Student  Organizations  Committee.^’  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  supervise  finan¬ 
cial  affairs  of  all  student  college  organizations 
not  having  such  supervision. 

7.  Men’s  Dormitories. 

Dormitories  for  men  students  will  be  under 
the  control  of  proctors  appointed  by  college  ad¬ 
ministrative  officers  and  all  students  in  these 
houses  are  expected  to  cooperate  with  the  proc¬ 
tors  in  maintaining  quiet  and  orderliness  and  in 
observing  dormitory  regulations. 
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ADDITIONAL  RULES  GOVERNING 
WOMEN  STUDENTS. 


1.  FOREWORD. 

For  the  welfare  of  all  the  College  and  in 
fulfillment  of  its  social  responsibilities,  the 
following  rules,  formulated  by  a  Committee 
representing  equally  the  faculty  and  the 
women  students,  govern  the  social  conduct  of 
the  young  women  of  the  College. 

These  rules  attempt  merely  to  define  the 
more  obvious  social  obligations  of  the  young 
women,  the  observation  of  which  is  necessary 
for  the  common  interests  of  the  students. 

With  reference  to  principles  of  conduct 
more  fundamental  and  less  open  to  definition, 
the  students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the 
social  standing  generally  accepted  by  good 
society.  In  case  of  any  doubt  or  misunder¬ 
standing  regarding  desirable  social  conduct, 
the  student  is  expected  to  consult  the  Head 
of  the  House  or  the  Dean  of  Women. 
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From  time  to  time  to  meet  changing  condi¬ 
tions,  additional  regulations  will  be  posted  in 
each  dormitory  and  on  the  bulletin  board  out¬ 
side  room  104  Thompson  Hall.  Each  girl 
will  be  held  responsible  for  observance  of  and 
compliance  with  such  additional  rules. 

The  Dean  of  Women  or  the  house  matron 
may  withdraw  any  privilege  from  any  student 
at  any  time  for  cause. 

II.  COLLEGE  HOUSES. 

Women  students,  unless  living  at  home,  are 
required  to  room  in  one  of  the  College  dormi¬ 
tories,  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
Dean  of  Women. 

The  following  House  Rules,  which  have 
been  approved  by  the  President  and  the  Dean 
of  Women  have  been  established  by  the  Girls’ 
Council.  All  women  students  living  anywhere 
in  Durham,  except  in  their  own  homes,  are 
considered  as  being  under  these  rules,  and 
any  one  not  conforming  to  them  will  be  an¬ 
swerable  to  the  Dean  of  Women. 

HOUSE  RULES. 

1.  Quiet  Hour  Regulations. 

a.  Evening  quiet  hours  shall  commence  at 
7.30  P.  M. 
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b.  From  9.00  to  9.15  P.  M.  a  recreation 
period  shall  be  offered. 

c.  After  10.00  P.  M.  there  shall  be  no  large 
gatherings  or  spreads. 

d.  During  quiet  hours  there  shall  be  no  un¬ 
necessary  noise  of  any  kind. 

e.  Congregating  in  bathrooms  and  halls  is 
forbidden  during  quiet  hours. 

2.  Hall  Regulations. 

Trunks  and  furniture  must  not  be  left  in 
the  corridors. 

3.  Proctor  Regulation. 

Proctors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  presi¬ 
dents  of  the  houses  to  see  that  these  rules 
are  enforced. 

Any  girl  having  guests  who  are  to  stay  over¬ 
night  should  make  arrangement  with  the  house 
matron  for  their  entertainment. 

Except  by  special  permission  of  the  Dean 
of  Women  cots  are  not  to  be  shared.  In  case 
a  cot  is  temporarily  unoccupied  it  may  be  used 
on  application  to  the  matron  for  fresh  bed¬ 
ding,  provided  the  girl  whose  cot  is  vacant  is 
willing.  In  such  case,  a  fee  of  twenty-five 
cents  to  cover  cost  of  laundry  will  be  paid  to 
the  matron. 
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Day  students  visiting  the  dormitories  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  observe  the  rules  and  customs  of  the 
house. 

III.  SOCIAL  FUNCTIONS  AND  STUDENT 
ACTIVITIES. 

Unless  attending  some  entertainment  or  so¬ 
cial  function,  or  unless  absent  from  the  dormito- 

hy  permission  of  the  Dean  of  Women  or  house 
matron  every  girl  is  expected  to  be  in  the  dormi¬ 
tories  before  ten  o^clock  at  night. 

Absence  from  the  dormitories  or  houses 
after  the  dinner  hour  at  night  shall  be  per¬ 
mitted  only  for  the  purpose  of  doing  college 
work  or  with  the  specific  consent  of  the  Dean 
of  Women  or  the  Matron  of  the  House. 

In  case  of  functions  lasting  after  ten  o'clock 
all  girls  are  to  return  to  their  rooming  houses 
immediately  after  the  close  of  such  function  that 
the  house  may  be  closed  for  the  night. 

Standing  outside  the  dormitories  with  men 
after  an  evening  function  is  forbidden. 

All  social  calls  over  the  telephone  are  lim¬ 
ited  to  five  minutes. 

All  student  evening  functions  must  close  by 
11  o'clock. 
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Women  students  are  not  to  visit  the  village 
restaurants  after  six  o’clock  in  the  evening  un¬ 
less  permitted  to  do  so  by  the  house  matron. 

Women  students  are  allowed  to  attend  not 
more  than  two  social  functions  each  week,  only 
one  of  which  may  be  a  dance. 

Standing  permission  is  granted  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

a.  Church  and  church  gatherings. 

b.  Lectures,  concerts  and  college  plays. 

c.  Entertainments  in  homes  of  members  of 
the  faculty. 

d.  Matinees  in  Dover. 

e.  Football  games,  baseball  games  and  other 
athletic  sports  within  the  limits  from  Exeter 
to  Dover  when  the  trip  is  made  on  the  train 
or  in  automobiles  with  chaperons  approved  by 
the  Dean  of  Women. 

f.  Formal  or  informal  college  dances  and 
approved  dances  given  by  the  fraternities  or 
other  college  organizations. 

g.  One  public  function  by  any  organization 
of  women  students  or  any  college  house  for 
women. 

The  names  of  chaperons,  for  all  functions 
requiring  chaperoning,  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Dean  of  Women  for  her  approval  at  least 
three  days  in  advance  of  the  function. 
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Standing  permission  to  senior  women  for 
further  privileges  during  the  last  term  of  each 
year  will  be  granted  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Dean  of  Women. 


IV.  ABSENCES. 

On  leaving  Durham  for  day-time  trips  all 
students  shall  register  on  slips  provided  for 
such  purpose,  and  shall  return  not  later  than 
the  evening  trains,  when  the  registration  shall 
be  cancelled. 

The  Dean  of  Women  will  grant  a  student 
standing  permission  for  week-end  absences 
from  Durham,  for  going  home,  upon  written  re¬ 
quest  to  her  from  parent  or  guardian  for  such 
permission. 

For  all  other  overnight  absences  permission 
slips  must  be  signed  by  the  Dean  of  Women 
and  also,  if  such  absences  involve  loss  of  class- 
work,  by  the  Dean  of  the  Division.  Requests 
for  such  absences  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
letter  from  parent  or  guardian  addressed  to 
the  Dean  of  Women.  These  should  state:  1. 
Reason  for  request.  2.  Place  to  which  going. 
3.  Name  and  address  of  chaperon  through 
whom  girl  may  be  reached.  4.  Time  of  de¬ 
parture  and  of  intended  return.  Registration 
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must  be  cancelled  by  the  student  on  her  re¬ 
turn. 

Girls  remaining  in  the  dormitories  over  short 
vacations  will  be  subject  to  regular  dormitory 
rules. 

The  approval  of  the  Dean  of  Women  must 
be  obtained  for: 

a.  Entertainments  given  by  women  in  the 
dormitories  or  by  organizations  of  women  on 
nights  other  than  Friday  or  Saturday. 

b.  Dates  for  rehearsals  and  students^  meet¬ 
ings  held  outside  the  dormitories  at  night. 

c.  Sleigh-rides,  skating  parties,  coasting  and 
tobogganing  parties. 

Permission  of  the  Student  Organizations 
Committee  must  be  obtained  for: 

a.  Plays,  programs,  publications,  rus'hing 
parties,  dances,  etc. 

b.  All  trips  of  clubs  and  other  organiza¬ 
tions. 


V.  CALLERS. 

Calls  may  be  received  from  men  on  Friday 
and  Saturday  evenings  only,  from  eight  to  ten 
o’clock,  and  on  Sunday  afternoons  from  four 
to  six  o’clock  in  the  parlors  of  the  houses  in 
which  women  students  live. 
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Exceptions : 

1.  Callers  riiay  be  received  on  the  piazzas 
on  Sunday  afternoon  when  the  weather  per¬ 
mits. 

2.  During  commencement  week,  friends  of 
senior  women  may  call  at  any  time  during  the 
day  not  set  apart  for  public  functions  and  in 
the  evenings  before  entertainment. 

3.  When  lectures,  concerts  or  plays  occur 
Friday  or  Saturday  nights,  calls  may  not  be 
received  unless  the  matron  or  other  suitable 
chaperon  is  in  charge. 

VI.  CHAPERONAGE. 

Chaperonage  is  required  for: 

1.  All  functions,  evening  rehearsals  and 
club  meetings  at  which  both  men  and  women 
are  present. 

2.  Football  games,  baseball  games  and  other 
entertainments  except  those  provided  for  un¬ 
der  standing  permission. 

3.  Riding,  driving,  boating,  canoeing  and 
motoring  in  the  evening.  Day-time  trips  in 
groups  beyond  the  village  limits,  and  without 
chaperon,  may  be  allowed  by  the  matron  of 
the  house  or  the  Dean  of  Women. 

4.  Sleigh-rides  with  an  escort. 
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5.  Evening  coasting,  skating  and  tobog¬ 
ganing  parties. 

6.  Trips  of  any  organization  of  women 
students. 

Motor  boat  trips  must  be  properly  chaperoned 
and  approved  by  the  house  matron. 

Chaperons  for  trips  out  of  town  must  be 
selected  with  the  approval  of  the  Dean  of 
Women. 

VII.  SWIMMING,  BOATING  AND 
CANOEING. 

a.  No  woman  may  go  swimming,  boating  or 
canoeing  unless  she  has  filed  with  the  Dean 
of  Women  written  consent  from  parent  or 
guardian. 

b.  Registration  for  same  shall  be  required. 

c.  Women  students  may  go  boating  and 
canoeing  together  or  with  escorts  as  far  as 
the  mouth  of  Oyster  River,  as  indicated  by 
two  red  and  white  markers,  one  placed  on 
each  bank  of  the  river  about  two  and  a  half 
miles  below  the  dam.  Such  students  must  re¬ 
turn  to  the  dormitory  within  one  hour  after 
sunset. 
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VIIL  WALKING. 


Evening  walking  with  men  is  forbidden. 

Walking  alone  or  with  other  women  on  un¬ 
frequented  roads  is  unwise. 

Women  students  are  allowed  to  walk  with 
men  during  daylight  hours  within  the  follow¬ 
ing  limits  only: 

To  DOVER  by  main  road  or  Madbury  road 
by  Elliott^s  Greenhouses. 

To  NEWMARKET  by  main  road. 

By  the  Mast  Road  to  the  LEE  TOWN  LINE 
and  returning  home  by  the  same  road. 

In  Smith  Park  on  Sunday  afternoons  only. 

IX.  INFIRMARY  RULES. 

Any  resident  woman  student,  except  those 
living  in  their  own  homes,  who  is  ill  for  more 
than  one  day  must  go  to  the  college  infirmary 
unless  specifically  excused  by  the  head  of  the 
house  in  which  she  is  living. 
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LIBRARY  RULES 


1.  Hours  of  Opening. 

During  term  time  the  library  will  be  open 
daily  from  8  A.  M.  to  6  P.  M.  and  from  7  P. 
M.  to  9.45  P.  M.  On  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays 
it  will  be  open  from  8  A.  M.  to  9  P.  M.  Dur¬ 
ing  vacation  it  will  be  open  from  9  A.  M.  to 
12  M.  daily,  except  Sunday,  and  on  Wednes¬ 
days  and  Saturdays  from  2  P.  M.  to  9  P.  M. 
During  term  time  it  will  also  be  open  for 
reading  on  Sundays  from  2  P.  M.  to  6  P.  M. 
Closed  on  legal  holidays. 

2.  Loans. 

Any  reasonable  number  of  books  may  be 
taken  from  the  library  provided  not  more  than 
one  is  a  seven-day  book.  All  books  not  marked 
SEVEN  DAY  or  RESERVED  may  be  charged 
for  three  weeks  with  privilege  of  renewal  if 
not  otherwise  called  for.  Current  magazines 
and  reference  books  are  not  loaned.  Other 
unbound  magazines  may  be  charged  for  seven 
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days.  No  seven-day  book  or  magazine  may 
be  renewed  or  transferred. 

3.  Fines. 

A  fine  of  two  cents  per  day  shall  be  charged 
for  each  book  or  periodical  retained  beyond 
the  period  allowed,  A  fine  covering  the  ac~ 
tual  value  shall  be  imposed  for  books  damaged 
or  lost.  No  one  owing  fines  shall  be  entitled 
to  library  privileges  till  the  fines  are  paid. 

4.  Reserved  Books. 

Reserved  books  may  be  taken  out  15  min¬ 
utes  before  closing  at  night,  and  must  be  re¬ 
turned  to  the  library  not  later  than  8.15  A.  M. 
the  next  morning,  except  for  legal  holidays  when 
they  must  be  returned  by  8.15  A.  M.  of  the 
next  opening  day.  Saturday  night  reserved 
books  must  be  returned  by  2.15  Sunday  and 
others  may  be  charged  out  at  5.45  Sunday 
afternoon. 

5.  Admission  to  the  Stacks. 

Students  will  be  given  access  to  the  book- 
stacks  by  permission  from  the  desk. 
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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  COMMONS 


Men  and  women  will  eat  in  the  main  dining 
room  at  separate  tables.  If  possible  a  faculty 
member  or  senior  will  preside  at  each  table 
and  see  that  all  are  served. 

While  dinner  is  not  a  formal  meal  it  is  de¬ 
sirable  to  make  it  a  more  leisurely  and  digni¬ 
fied  meal  than  breakfast  or  lunch.  Middy 
blouses  and  sweaters  should  not  be  worn  at 
dinner. 

Students  are  required  to  bring  their  own 
napkins  and  napkin  rings.  No  food  may  be 
taken  from  the  dining  room.  Trays  to  be 
taken  out  in  case  of  illness  may  be  obtained 
from  the  manager.  Dishes  taken  out  will  be 
charged  and  credited  when  returned. 

Entrance. 

Women  students  living  or  eating  in  the  Com¬ 
mons  will  use  the  front  entrance  and  cloak  room 
on  left  of  entrance  only.  Men  students  eating 
in  the  Dining  Room  will  use  the  side  entrance, 
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and  cloak  room  on  right  of  entrance  only.  Men 
students  eating  in  the  Cafeteria  will  use  the 
Cafeteria  basement  entrance  only. 

“Refills.” 

No  ‘‘refills' '  will  be  given  in  the  dining  room 
or  cafeteria. 

Rebates. 

Rebates  on  regular  meal  tickets  are  to  be 
made  on  the  basis  of  the  amount  due  for  the  num¬ 
ber  of  full  days  left  on  the  meal  ticket  from  the 
date  following  that  upon  which  it  is  turned  in  to 
the  Commons  Manager,  less  25%.  The  amount 
due  may  be  obtained  from  the  Business  Office  in 
Thompson  Hall  the  following  week. 

Meal  Tickets. 

Weekly  meal  tickets  may  be  purchased  at  the 
Business  Office  in  Thompson  Hall  during  office 
hours  and  are  good  for  continuous  days  only. 

All  student  employees  at  the  Commons  must 
purchase  weekly  meal  tickets. 
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FIRE  REGULATIONS 


I.  IF  YOU  DISCOVER  A  FIRE. 

First.  Call  the  telephone  operator  and  say 

“Fire  at  - giving  the  name  of  the 

building  or  the  exact  locality. 

Second.  Call  for  assistance  and  at  the 
same  time  try  to  extinguish  the  fire  yourself 
until  the  fire  department  arrives. 

II.  UPON  THE  ALARM  OF  FIRE. 

The  fire  alarm  is  given  by  the  College 
whistle,  the  location  of  the  fire  being  indicated 
by  the  number  and  duration  of  the  blasts  in 
accordance  with  the  list  of  fire  alarm  signals 
posted  in  each  building. 

If  you  are  in  a  dormitory  when  the  alarm 
is  sounded,  close  all  doors  and  windows  near 
you,  arouse  other  occupants  of  the  building 
and  assemble  with  the  other  occupants  in 
front  of  the  building.  Maintain  silence  and 
wait  in  the  group  until  you  are  dismissed  or 
assigned  to  some  work. 
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If  you  are  in  an  academic  building  when 
the  alarm  is  bounded,  arise  and  remain  silent. 
Instructions  as  to  leaving  the  building  will  be 
given  by  the  instructor.  Before  leaving  a 
room  those  nearest  the  doors  and  windows 
will  close  them.  In  leaving  a  room  or  building 
occupants  will  march  out  at  a  walk,  in  single 
file,  and  will  maintain  silence.  The  first  per¬ 
son  to  reach  a  door  will  hold  it  open  until  all 
others  have  passed  out. 

Members  of  the  Student  Fire  Department 
upon  hearing  the  alarm  depart  from  rooms 
and  buildings  at  a  walk,  after  which  they 
will  proceed  at  a  run  directly  to  their  stations. 
If  attending  class  at  the  time  of  an  alarm, 
they  will  be  at  once  excused  by  the  instructor. 

III.  FIRE  PREVENTION. 

Inflammable  substances  such  as  gasoline, 
benzine  and  naphtha  will  not  be  used  or  kept 
in  rooms. 

When  throwing  away  matches,  cigarettes  or 
pipe  ashes,  etc.,  see  that  they  are  out  and  then 
do  not  dispose  of  them  in  any  receptacle  con¬ 
taining  paper  or  other  combustible  matter. 

Be  careful  and  thoughtful  at  all  times  when 
using  any  kind  of  a  light  or  fire.  Nearly  all 
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fires  are  caused  by  carelessness  or  neglect 
because  the  person  did  not  believe  a  fire  would 
start. 


IV.  FIRE  PROTECTION. 

Fire  protection  of  the  college  buildings 
shall  be  in  charge  of  the  following  agencies: 

The  Fire  Protection  Committee. 

The  Fire  Marshal. 

The  Fire  Aides. 

The  Student  Fire  Department. 

The  fire  protection  committee  consists  of 
faculty  members  appointed  by  the  president. 
It  will  make  adequate  provision  for  fire  pre¬ 
vention  and  fire  fighting  and  will  be  respon¬ 
sible  to  the  president  that  these  provisions  are 
effective. 

The  commandant  of  cadets  shall  be  the  fire 
marshal.  In  his  absence  the  assistant  com¬ 
mandant  of  cadets  or  senior  cadet  officer  pres¬ 
ent,  respectively,  shall  act  as  fire  marshal. 
The  fire  marshal  shall  have  direct  charge  of 
the  organization  and  training  of  the  student 
fire  department,  and  shall  take  charge  of  all 
fire  fighting  forces  at  a  fire.  He  shall  super¬ 
vise  the  fire  aides. 
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One  fire  aide  will  be  appointed  for  each 
building  occupied  by  students.  The  fire  aide 
will  see  that  all  fire  fighting  equipment  in  his 
building  is  kept  ready  for  instant  use  and  that 
fire  prevention  regulations  are  observed.  In 
case  of  a  fire  in  his  building  he  will  take 
charge  of  fighting  the  fire  with  the  apparatus 
at  hand  until  the  arrival  of  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment.  During  any  alarm  he  will  go  at  once 
to  his  building  to  guard  the  building  and  take 
charge  of  the  fire  fighting  equipment  there. 

The  student  fire  department  will  be  com¬ 
posed  of  the  students  undergoing  military  in¬ 
struction. 

V.  FIRE  DRILL. 

Fire  drill  will  be  held  at  such  times  as  is 
indicated  in  the  college  schedule. 
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
